SerloUH Charge Asalust Woitteru Millers 
tinsi Diaoovered. 

New OniiEANs, Sept 14.— There bas 
been considerable exoiteiu^nt iu com* 
liiereial ei.u li hi're I )\ or the ili-o iVOl'T, 
or rathe: the niakin ,' public of the dis- 
covery, that a great many flour millers 
in the west have been shipping short 
weight to thair onatomMs betai This 
sort of thing boa been going on for 
months, but for a&ma reasons tbe whole* 
sale men neg^aotad to make any ex« 
posure of it. 

At last, however, the robberies ba» 
came unbearable, and yesterday after* 
noon the matter began to l>e talked uf 
ou the street. President Poiucy, of the 
state board of tlour ins]>eotors. i^as dis- 
posed to sjH'ak (mt ou the subject but 
the wholesalers wera diipoaad to kaap 

everything (]uiet 

Many of them wera liandling laigo 
<piautities of tlour from the mills whieli 
had been sending out short weight, und 
thev apiireciuted the fiwit that their 
trade might lie seriously damaged, for 
the time l)''inL' at least, .should the scan- 
dal get out. Ijie Tinies-Denioenit h't the 
cat out of the bag. however, and as a re- 
sult, little else ha> beeu tilked of on tha 
Street by busino>s men of all classes. 

The shoriiiges havo iK-eii raii^jiii^ all 
the way from one an 1 a half pounds tu 
four i>ound8 per barrel. In some in- 
btauces the gross weight has been short, 
but as a rule the fraud has been perpe- 
trated by a falsi rication of the tare. 
Harrels ha\e been marked as low as tif- 
teeii to uinetieti ]>onuds. which wheu 
stripped were found to weigh from 
nineteen to twenty-four pounds. 

I'lesident I'oinev saiil these ship* 
mciits included about 10. (inn barrels, 
and each barrel w as short fi om one to 
four pounds, the average slua tage be* 
ing somew here between a iioiiiid and ft 
half and two and a half puiluds.
